Reason for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
records (US Pat. 5, 107,465 and US Pat. 6,870,413) fails to teach or suggest a signal 
transmission amplifier circuit comprising a reference generating circuit having an output coupled 
to provide a reference signal to the cross coupled latch as called for in claim 1; a second 
transmission gate coupled to the reference input, and a reference generating circuit having an 
output coupled to the reference input through a second transmission gate as called for in claim 9; 
a reference voltage generating circuit coupled to provide a reference signal to the cross coupled 
latch, and a second transmission gate between the reference voltage generating circuit and the 
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cross coupled latch as called for in claim 15. Therefore, claims 1-3, 6-13, 15-17 and 20 are 
presently allowed.
